OFFICIAL TEXT OF FUEL ORDER 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—Fuel Administrator Garfield's draslii: order restricting the. 


use of fuel, effective at midnight tonight, was promulgated shortly before ti o'clock (his ev'-ning. 
The official text, which is virtually the same as the order issued yesterday, though some war in- 
dustries are specifically designated as exempted, follows: 


"United States Fuel Admiuistraiion, 


': Washington, IX C., 


•'Januarv 17. 1918. 


• "Regulation making provision for a more ade- 


ciuate supply of fuel for railroad, domestic con- 
sumers, public utilities and other uses necessary to 
the national security. 


"The 
United states Fuel administrator acting 


under the authority of an executive order oft the 
President of the United States, dated, August 23, 
nil", appointing said administrator, in furtherance 
of the purposes of the said order and of the pur- 
poses of the act of Congress therein referred to, 
approved August 10, 1917. and finding it essential 
effectively to carry out the provisions of this act 
to make provision for a. more adequate supply of 
fuel for railroads, domestic consumers, public util- 
ities, und for other *"tises necessary to the national 
security in certain parts of the United States, here- 
by makes and prescribes the following regulation: 


"Section 1—Until further order of the United 


States Fued administrator, all persons selling fuel, 
in whatever capacity, shall, in filling their 
con- 


tracts or orders now on hand, give preference to 
necessary current requirements 
of; railroads, do- 


mestic consumers, hospitals, charitable institutions, 
army and navy cantonments, public utilities, by- 
products coke plants supplying gas for household 
use, telephone and telegraph plants, shipping for 
bunker 
purposes, the 
United States for strictly 


governmental purposes (not including factories or 
plants working on contracts for the United States); 
manufacturers of perishable foods, or of food for 
necessary immediate consumption; and municipal, 
county, or state governments for necessary public 
uses. 
Any tonnage remaining after the foregoing 


preferred shipments have been made may be ap- 
plied in filling any other contracts or orders. 


Permitted to Divert Fuel Shipment?. 


"Section 2—On the following days, mamely, Jan. 


IS, 10, 20, 21, and 22, 191S, the state fuel ad- 
ministrators and their accredited representatives in 
the various communities in the territory in which 
this regulation applies, are hereby empowered and 
directed to divert puch fuel as arrives in such 
communities in carload lots to meet the 
current 


requirements and to provide an adequate and normal 
supply for such consumers of fuel as are specified 
in Section 1 hereof. 


"Section "—On the t'ollouinjr days, namely. Jan. 


IS, in. -0, 21, and 22/191S, and also on each and 
every Monday beginning January 28, and continu- 
ing up to, and including. March 25, 101S, no manu- 
facturer or manufacturing plant shall burn

"Wholesale or retail stores, or any other stores,

stores may maintain necessary heat throughout the 
day -and evening.

"Section 3—On each Monday, beginning January 


21, 1918, and continuing up to, and including March

heating rooms in "which intoxicating liquor is sold or 
served on those days. 


"Nothing in this regulation shall be construed to 


forbid the heating o£ restaurants, hotels, or other 
places in which meats arc served, but, in which no in- 
toxicating liquor is sold or served on the said Mon- 
days. 


"Section 0—No fuel shall be burned on any of 


the Mondays specified in the foregoing section for 
the purpose of supplying power for the movement, of 
surface, elevated or surburban cars and trains in ex- 
cess of the amount used on the Sundajs previous 
thereto. 


"Section 7—Xo fuel shall he burned on any of the 


Mondays specified. 


"Nothing in this regulation shall be construed to 


apply to or affect the operation of any mine or plant 
producing fuel nor shall this regulation be construed 
to forbid the heating of such rooms or ofiiccs, or 
such portions ot buildings, as arc used in the connec- 
tion with the production, transportation or distribu- 
tion nf fuel. 


"Section N—^"tate fuel administrators and their 


representatives, specifically authorized ho to do, are 
hereby empowered to grant such relief as may bo es- 
sential to prevent destruction or injury to propet ty by 
fire or frexing.

Api»oprlations Increase In Himcheel 


Vears from Xliuu^uid to n\e 


Million Dollars. 


Alban^, Jan. 17.—One of the larg- 


ebt items of rixpense in the state gov- 
ernment has to do with the suppoit 
and maintenance of oui state institu- 
tions 
But, no expenditure of monev 


Is more necessary, nor does any catrv 
v ith it a higher degree of responsibil- 
ity than that of canmj for our unfor- 
tunate poor. Dining the fust years of 
state government, however, 110 svb- 
ternatic provision was made by the 
state. 


The first appropi lation was made foi 


the lelief of the poor in Xew York 
city where a latge number of foreign 
emigrants became stranded 
Prioi to 


the Civil war, however, the expenses 
for charities, weie largelj confined to 
localities. 
About twenty ^eals ago, 


the State inaugurated a svstem of car- 
ing- for its poor, although at that time 
Its efforts were largely of an advisorv 
character. 


About that time the state comptrol- 


lers offlco was given power to super- 
vise the purchasing of supplies in the 
heveial institutions, and the comptrol- 
ler's representatives wete leciuired to 
periodicallv visit

stitutions. This led to the oigamzation 
of the present management.

to forced labor; we earnestly nsk the 
government to restore to these work- 
men their liberty, especially In Bel- 
gium. In truth, we (the Germans) find 
no sympathy in neutral countries; even 
the pope bus made n protest against 
this procedure, antl several neutral 
ctatos have done the same. 
Common 


sense Itself deinatuls that we abandon 
this procedure which moreover is in 
opposition to the Hague convention to 
which wo have agreed." 


"In opposition to the secretary of 


stnte. I must recall that when former- 
ly the Belgian workmen who had tlcrt 
to Holland returned to Belgium, Gov- 
ernor General von Bissing promised 
that these Belgian workmen would un- 
der no circumstances be deported to 
Germany. This reassuring promise 
hits not been kept." 


Ambassador Gerard's interesting tes- 


timony appears in his recent book: 


Ambassador Gerard's Evidence. 


'ine president (during my visit to 


America in 1910) impressed "ripon me 
Ins great interest in the Belgians de- 
ported to Germany. The action of Ger- 
many in tbtis carrying a. great part Of 
the male population of Belgium Into 
virtual slavery had roused great indig- 
nation in America. As the revered 
Cardinal Farley saki tr, rnc n few days 
bef«. e my departure, 'Toil have to go 
back to the times of the Medes and 
the Persians to fmd a like example of 
a whole people carried into bondage.' 


"Mr. Grew had made representations 


about this to the chancellor a. " on my 
return, I immediately took 
up the 


question. 


"T was Informed that It was a mili- 


tary measure, that Ludendorf 
had 


feared that the British would break 
through and overrun Belgium and that 
the military did not propose to have a 
hostile population at their backs who 
might cut the rail lines of communi- 
cation, telephones nnd telegraphs, and 
Hint for this reason the deportation 
had been decided on. I was. however, 
told T would be given permission to 
visit these Belgians. The passes, nev- 
ertheless, which alone made such visit- 
ing possible were not de-Iivered until a 
few days be-fore T left: Germany. 


Belgians Forced to Make Munitions. 
"Several of these Belgians who were 


put to work in Berlin managed to get 
away and come to see me. They gave 
me a harrowing account of how they 
had been seized in Belgium and made 
to work in Germany at making muni- 
lions to ho used probably against their 
own friends. 


"I aid to the chancellor. 'There nfe 


Belgians employed in making shells 
contrary to all rules of war and the 
Tin.,no conventions.' 
He snid. 'T do 


nol " elieve It.' 
T said. 'My automobile 


is at the door. I can take you. In four 
minutes, to vriiere 30 Belgians arc 
working n- the manufacture of shells.' 
But he did not find rime to go.

The town of Rou- 
lers, Immediately behind the battle 
line in Flanders, has been evacuated 
completely.

already have been sent from Courtrai."

(Washington Post, September 24. 1917) 
It is stated that "the German military 
authorities nt Bruges, Belgium, are 
conscripting forcibly all the boys nnd 
men of that city between the ages of 
fourteen and sixty to work in munition 
factories and shipyards. The rich and 
poor, shopkeepers and workmen, all 
are being taken, only the school teach- 
ers, doctors, nnd priests escaping." 


German Officer Rebuked Men. 


The following "Order of the Day" 


shows how the town of Huy escaped 
the fate of so many Belgium nnd 
French towns. Drunken German sol- 
diers were frightened nnd began to 
shoot men and burn houses. 
The 


commanding oflicer condemned this be- 
cause It \vits not done by his order nnd 
because two German soldiers were 
wounded. It is evident that massacres 
and arson were permitted only when 
commanded by the officers. 


"Last night a shooting nffray took 


place. 
There is no evidence that the 


inhabitants of the towns had any arms 
In their houses, nor is there evidence 
That the people took part in the shoot- 
ing : on the contrary, it seems that the 
soldiers were tinder the influence of 
alcohol, nnd began to shoot in a sense- 
less fear of a hostile attack. 


"The behavior of the soldiers during 


the night, with very few exceptions, 
makes a scandalous impression. 


"It is highly deplorable when officers 


or noncommissioned officers set houses 
on fire without permission or order of 
the commanding, or, as the case may 


j be, the senior oiHcer, or when by their 


j attitude they encourage the rank and 


file to burn nnd plunder. 


"The miserable behavior of the men 


caused n noncommissioned officer and 
a private to be seriously wounded by 
German bullets.

: upper classes. It is conceivable that 


the Flemish population might have 
existed under German rule ; it was 
Teutonic in its origin and anti-French 
always. But now the Germans have 
changed nil that.

"They have dealt a mortal blow to 


any prospect they may ever have had 
of being tolerated by the population 
of Flanders; in tearing away 
from 


nearly every humble home in the land 
n btisbaud and a father or a son and 
brother they have lighted n fire of 
hatred that will never go out; they 
have brought home to every heart in 
the land. In a way that will impress 
Its horror indelibly on the memory of 
three generations, a realization of 
what German methods mean. not. as 
with the early atrocities. In the heat 
of passion nnd the first lust of war, 
but by one of those deeds that make 
one despair of the future of the hu- 
man race, a deed coldly planned, studi- 
ously matured, nnd deliberately nnd 
systornaf ioally executed, n deed so 
cruel that. German soldiers are said 
to have wept In its execution, and so 
monstrous that oven German officers 
are now said to be ashamed.

In April 1917 the cables told of a plan proposed by Herbert C 


Hoover, then in London, which he described as "a plan by which ten 
Allies can consolidate under one head the whole purchasing of fec« 
staples from our market, and not only will competitive bidding bi 
abolished, but by co-operative buying on our side we can arrange th< 
proper balance between the rights of producers and consumers.'* 


This plan was favorably re- 


ceived by the sugar refining in- 
dustry, which had been on a war 
basis almost from the beginning 
of the European War. 


The war had brought the Allies 


into the Cuban market, resulting 
in severe domestic and interna- 
tional competition with no in- 
creased supplies. 
Naturally 


prices of refined sugar, both to 
the American public and to the 
Allies, rose under this forced draft. 


Domestic sugar refiners, since 


the outbreak of the European War 
not only have safeguarded the 
United States supply but have 
maintained the lowest sugar prices 
in the world. 


This brilliant record is due 


largely to the fact that sugar re- 
fining is in the hands of large 
business units, with an excess of 
refining capacity sufficient to sup- 
ply all domestic needs, and so far 
all demands of foreign countries. 


In the spring of 1917 there was 
a serious attempt at the disor- 
ganisation of the sugar refining 
industry, following a long series 
of attempts at destruction of sugar 
ships. 


Accompanying these incidents 


were widely circulated sensa- 
tional reports predicting a sugar 
famine and sugar shortage, caus- 
ing widespread apprehension. 


At that time, even with the assur- 


ance of ample supplies on hand, 
retail sugar prices rose in some 
sections to 20 and 25 cents a pound. 


The efforts of the American 


Sugar Refining Company to allay 
public alarm, to check hoarding, 
to accept a price le« than that 
which it could easily have se- 
cured, and to distribute its prod- 
uct fairly and evenly among the 
trade, were of real public service. 


While there were great supplies 


of sugar in far-away Java which 
ordinarily would have gone to 
Europe, yet the necessity for sav- 
ing ships became so great that 
Europe turned to Cuba for even 
larger supplies than previously. 


It takes a cargo ship 150 days to 


make a round trip between Eng- 
land and Java, while a round trip 
between England and Cuba can 
be made in 50 days. 


Under these circumstances 


and seemingly to avoid paying 
proposed United States war taxes 
on refined sugar the European 
Allies purchased in Cuba the 
sugar which ordinarily would 
have come to the United States 
in the fall months. 


These conditions, and especial- 


ly the necessity of saving ships, 


led the United States and th< 
Allied Nations to urge upon tfe 
sugar industry the adoption b; 
voluntary agreement of thi 
original Hoover plan, under th 
authority of the Food Centre 
Act, passed August 10, 1917. 


The cane-sugar refiners and th 
\ beet-sugar producers unanimous!, 


agreed to the Hoover plan as 
patriotic act in the interest of th 
American people and as an aid t 
the Allies.
